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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 2, 3, 10, 13, 16 and 24-28 are pending in the current application. According to 
the Amendments to the Claims, filed January 20, 2010, claims 2, 3, 10, 13, 16 and 24 were 
amended, claims 1, 4-9, 11, 12, 14, 15 and 17-23 were cancelled and claim 28 was added. This 
application is a 35 U.S.C. § 371 National Stage Filing of International Application No. 
PCT/US2005/002454, filed January 26, 2005, which claims priority under 35 U.S.C. § 119(e) to 
US Provisional Application No. 60/539,691, filed January 28, 2004. 

Status of Restrictions / Election of Species 

The Requirement for Restriction / Election of Species, mailed on September 1 , 2009, is 
hereby amended as follows: the elected species is hereby clarified as Example 1 on page 74 of 
the specification. 

Applicant's affirmation of the following election, without traverse, in the reply filed on 
January 20, 2010, is acknowledged: a) Group I - 
claims 2, 3, 10, 13, 16, 24 and 28; and b) 
substituted pyrido[l,2-a]pyrazinone of formula la 
- p. 74, example 1, shown right below, and hereafter referred to as 2-((lS, Ji?)-l-isopropyl-3- 
((tetrahydro-2//-pyran-4-yl)amino)-cyclopentane- 
carbonyl)-8-(trifluoromethyl)-3,4-dihydro-l//- 
pyrido[l,2-a]pyrazin-6(2//)-one, where Y = -0-; 
R 1 = -CH(CH 3 ) 2 ; R 5 = -CF 3 ; R 15 = -H; R 16 = -H; 
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and R 18 = -H. 

The requirement was made FINAL in the Non-Final Rejection, mailed on October 20, 

2009. 

This application contains claims 25-27, drawn to nonelected inventions, without traverse, 
in the reply filed on January 20, 2010. A complete reply to the final rejection may include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144). See MPEP § 
821.02. 

The sections of U.S.C. Title 35 that formed the basis of prior rejections formulated, as 
well as any references supporting said rejections, that are not included with this Office action, 
may be found in the Non-Final Rejection, mailed on October 20, 2009. Furthermore, any 
rejections or objections of record not explicitly addressed herein below, are hereby withdrawn, in 
light of applicant's arguments and/or the Amendments to the Claims, filed January 20, 2010. 

Thus, a second Office action and prosecution on the merits of claims 2, 3, 10, 13, 16, 24 
and 28 is contained within. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 2, 3, 10, 13, 16, 24 and 28 is allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art is silent with respect to substituted pyrido[l,2-a]pyrazinones of the formula 
la, as recited in claim 2. 

Consequently, the limitation on the core of the substituted pyrido[l,2-a]pyrazinones of 
the formula la that is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art is R 1 on the periphery of the 
pyrido[l,2-a]pyrazinone core. This limitation is present in all of the recited species in claim 28. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance.
